Two-Week Campaign to

Tine Rationing Is Neces-| 


sary to Save Tires.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt wants a quick, 
snappy, pickup campaign of about 
two weeks for the collection of 
ecrap rubber to determine whether 
nation-wide gasoline rationing will 
be necessary to furnish rubber for 
the war effort and for essential ci- 
vilian use, The campaign, accord- 
ing to the President, would in ef- 
fect be compulsory, although it 
may-be called voluntary. 

Proclaiming himself the greatest 
expert on the present rubber sup- 
ply, the President semi-seriously 
told his press conference late yes- 
terday that even he did not know 
whether there was enough scrap 
rubber: to meet the military and 
essential demands. He declined to 
commit himself in any way on the 
possibility of ‘nation-wide gasoline 
rationing but his choice of words 
and his manner made it seem ob- 
vious that he wanted to avoid this 
drastic restriction if possible. 
Asked when he wanted the cam- 
paign started, he replied that it is 
best to strike when the iron is hot. 
He added that the Lord knew that 
it was hot now. This last appar- 
ently referred to congressional 
pressure against nation-wide gaso- 
line rationing. 

Wants Scrap Weighed. , 

He did not think the rubber col- 
lection would turn out a fiasco as 
did the ill-fated aluminum cam- 
paign. He said there was plenty 
of land on which to store the 
scrap, and in any event, it should 
be weighed so as to give a statis- 
tical answer to those who were in 
disagreement on the amount avail- 
able. At present, he observed, no 
two estimates are identical. 

A reporter asked if there were 
enough crude rubber available to 
reprocess the scrap so some tires 
could go to civilians. The Presi- 
dent replied that he did not know, 
the reporter was getting too tech- 
nical for him. 

Attempts were made to get him 
to say that nation-wide gasoline 
rationing was necessary to save 
tires or that rationing would not 
be necessary in localities near oil 
wells or pipe lines. He avoided 
answering directly by noting they 
were “if” questions, and stressing 
that the real problem was to find 
out about scrap rubber actually 
available. 

- Rationing on the Eastern sea- 
* board, he pointed out, was neces- 
gary only because gasoline cannot 
be transported in sufficient quan- 
tities to this region. In the East, 
he said, rationing should not be 
confused with the. rubber short- 


_ Snappy Pick-up Campaign. 

' But, he continued, the rubber 
shortage is a nation-wide problem 
and the first thing to get hold of 
is how much scrap there is in the 
country. If the lowest estimates 
are correct, he said, the problem 
is very serious; if the highest esti- 
Mates are correct, it is not so 
grave from a military -viewpoint. 
The only way to answer the ques- 
tion, he emphasized, is to find out 
who is right and the best way to 
do ‘that is to have a short, quick, 
snappy pick-up campaign which, 
when finished, would give a com- 
plete answer. | 
No matter what the answer, he 
continued, rubber will be scarce, 
and if a person has four good tires, 
he should try to. make them last 
as long as he can, whether he 
is near an oil well or not; he should 
at least cut his non-essential driv- 
ing a half, and should not drive 
fast. The President hoped he would 
not be compelled to implement 
this suggestion. : 
_He did not know whether he 
would make a fireside chat on the 
rubber situation’ He said there 
were four or five ways he could in- 
form the country—by press, by. ra- 
dio, or by a representative. 

- U. S-British Boards Set Up. 

The President began the confer- 
énce by announcing, jointly with 
London, that a Combined Produc- 
tion and Resources Board and a 
Combined Food Board had been set 
up. WPB Chairman Donald M. Nel- 
gon is the American chairman of 
the Production Board and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Claude R. 
Wickard is the American chair- 
man of the Food Board. 

‘R. H. Brand, head of the Brit- 
ish Food Mission here, is the oth- 
er member of the combined food 
board. Oliver Lyttelton, Minister 
of Production in Britain, is also 
in this country. . | 

"The combined production board 
will co-operate closely with com- 
bined chiefs of staff of the two 
countries and the combined muni- 
tions assignment board.

Allied Resource Boards Welcomed 
In London as Step Toward Economy 


Agencies Viewed as First Concrete Move to 
Pooling United Nations Material — 
Post-War Implications.

LONDON,: June 10.—Establish- 


ment of joint production-and-re- 


sources and food boards, an- 
nounced yesterday by President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill, is welcomed by al 
shades of opinion here as the first 
major concrete step toward the 
pooling and most economical use 
of all British-American resources. 
Its implications for post-war re- 
construction are no less impressive 
than the effect it is bound to have 
on the prosecution of the war. 

Britain has recently zoned the 
entire country for the most eco- 
nomical distribution of food and 
commodities. Producers and fac- 
tories will supply the area nearest 
to them and long hauls will be 
eliminated. This is one of the 
principal benefits which will re- 
sult, though on a much larger 
scale; from the joint boards now 
established for raw materials and 
foods. 

Efficient Distribution. 

This organization of the vast re- 
sources of the United Nations, car- 
ried into peacetime planning, can 
more than any other single step 
make for the most efficient dis- 
tribution, elimination of cut-throat 
competition and raising of the 
world’s living standard. 

While it will enable the United 
Nations to get the speediest pro- 
duction of essential war materials 
and the use of the limited amount 
of shipping available to the best 
advantage, it also will make the 
transition into a kind of post-war 
economic world described by Vice- 
President Henry A. Wallace and 


Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles, the least painful and com- 
plicated. 

It should, if wisely administered, 
in the view of economic experts, 
prevent the regrowth after the war 
of uneconomical industries which 
would demand protection from for- 
eign competition. 

Trade With Spain, Portugal. 

One phase of the new pooling 
will be introduced shortly, it is ex- 
pected, after the American politi- 
cal-economic mission now in Lon- 
don has made a tour of Spain and 
Portugal. 

Walton Butterworth of the Unit- 
ed States Treasury Department 
and Herbert Feis of the State De- 
partment will leave London soon 
to investigate the possibilities of 
increasing trade between the Unit- 
ed States and Britain, on the one 
hand, and Spain and Portugal on 
the other. The result may be a 
triangular arrangement by which 
essential raw materials from the 
Iberian Peninsula are directed to 
points where they will be most use- 
ful in exchange for manufactured 
goods from the United States. 

Spain and Portugal have been 
building up credit balances in the 
United States since exports from 
America have been limited. In 
the case of Spain, the United Na- 
tions have not been getting full 
supplies of copper and mercury 
which would be valuable in war 
production. If American manufac- 
tures are shipped to Spain, it is 
hoped increased shipments of cop- 
per and mercury can be made to 
Britain where they. are greatly 
needed. Thus, Britain’s imports of 
copper from other parts of the 
world can bé cut down and vital 
tonnage saved.

BRITISH SHIP SUNK,

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP). 
—The Navy announced today that 
a medium-sized British merchant 
vessel had been torpedoed June 2 
in the Atlantic. Survivors have 
been landed at East Coast ports. 
Four American field service work- 
ers who missed death from a tor- 
pedo blast by a scant 15 feet, ar- 
rived at an Atlantic port in a dam- 
aged lifeboat. The ship went down 
three minutes after a second torpe- 
do crashed into the engine room.

Restsed. Schedule: for Cante 
and Dresses Is Based on 
Current Costs. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP).— 
Price ceilings on women’s fall and 
winter coats and dresses were re- 
vised from top to bottom today. 

The order issue last month pro- 
hibited any price above the highest 
last fall, and provided that the 
garments must be of “substantial- 
ly equal workmanship and qual- 
ity.” 

The revised formula, in general, 
bases the selling price on current 
costs plus the mark-up or margin 
charged last fall on garments of 
the same class. 

War Production Board officials, 
at the time the original order was 
issued, said unofficially that it ap- 
peared impracticable to meet the 
price’ provisions without a reduc- 
tion in quality, because of in- 
creased labor and materials costs. 

The new order makes allowance 

for increased labor ¢osts after 
March 31 only if the increases re- 
sulted from collective bargaining 
contracts or other wage agree- 
ments signed before April 27. 
“This provision, which has the 
effect of placing a March ceiling 
on labor costs regardless of slid- 
ing scale union wage agreements, 
excludes as a cost factor any 
periodic, automatic increases, or 
increases, or increases based on liv- 
ing costs, the seller’s price, or simi- 
lar contingencies.

This Peter—Piotr Chukanov, to

obvious reforms which will save thousands of dollars 
annually if put into effect. That part of the public 
which has been waiting for evidence before making 
up its mind in this controversy will ask why the 
changes were not made months,ago by the Super- 
intendent. They will ask why it was necessary for 
a board committee to spend weeks investigating 
these matters, and to bring them to the Superintend- 
ent’s attention. 

There is, for instance, the case of incompetent 
teachers, and the inadequate efficiency rating system 
now in use in the schools. The incompetents re- 
mained on the rolls until recent agitation by a board 
member at last brought about dismissal or transfer 
of a few of them. Yet why should the citizens tol- 
erate for a moment having their children taught by 
teachers classed as incompetent by the school sys- 
tem’s own records? ‘This abuse has reached the 
point where the board committee now feels it. neces- 
sary to remind the Superintendent that removal of 
unfit teachers is his sole responsibility, and recom- 
mends that he “exercise his prerogative and dis- 
charge his duty.” 

Again, there is the case of swollen and superfluous 
units of the school system. The Attendance Depart- 
ment “has practically outlived its usefulness and is 
tremendously overstaffed,” the report says. Much 
duplication’ and useless routine are found in the 
Hygiene Department. The Tests and Measurements 
and Personnel departments are overstaffed. The 
school playgrounds are greatly overstaffed, and many 
of them, near municipal playgrounds, are unneces- 
sary. The Educational Museum staff has been ex- 
panded far beyond its need. The Counseling and

Retail Men Assert That 


_ Appropriation Is for 
That Purpose — Urge 
Its Defeat in Congress. 


CHICAGO, June 10 (AP).—The 
National Association of Retail Gro- 
cers today asked Congress to re- 
fuse to grant the Office of Price’ 
Administration an appropriation 
of “several hundred million dol- 
lars for 100,000 new employes, 
largely enforcement personnel.” 

The action was taken at the as- 


sociation’s forty-fifth annual con- 
vention in a resolution which said 
the OPA proposal implied the turn- 
ing loose of an “army of snoopers” 
on retail merchants, 

Favoring adoption of the reso- 
lution, Harry Walker of Baltimore, 
asserted he was “convinced that 
Washington is the only insane asy- 
lum that is run by its own in- 
mates.” 

In a message to the meeting, 
Leon Henderson, the Price Admin- 
istrator, said he favored wage sta- 
bilization but opposed wage freez- 
ing. His message was read by 
Hector Lazo, chief of the trade re- 
lations branch of the OPA. Hen- 
derson was scheduled to appear in 
person but was unable to do so be- 
cause of his appearnace before a 
congressional committee today. 

“The important thing to remem- 
ber,” Henderson’s message said, “is 
that wage stabilization and wage 
freezing are two different things. 
I favor the first, not the second. 
The reason is that there still exists 
a stratum of substandard wages 
which are too low to permit the 
recipients to achieve anything ap- 
proaching a reasonable standard of 
living. Freezing of wages would 
freeze such conditions.

In or- 
der to supplement this, with the 
help of some af my doctor friends 
I gathered together about 2000 
records of people at all ages, most 
of whom were sick enough to con- 
sult a doctor. 

We took the figure of 150—sys- 
tolic blood pressure—as being the 
upper limit of normal. We found 
that over 40 per cent af people 
aged from 50 to 54 had a blood 
pressure of 150 or over. This would 
indicate that high blood pressure 
is a physiologic rather than a dis- 
eased condition—simply a part of

Answer: There is no reason why 
a remodeling operation on the nose 
should cause any permanent 
trouble, The proportion of suc- 
cess in such operations is very 
high among skillful operators. 
Thyroxin is one of the few hor- 
mones that can be taken by mouth 
and is not destroyed by the diges- 
tive juices,

Mrs. E.:—My baby is nine months 
old. I have changed from the 
canned milk formula to pastuerized 
milk, I always thought it neces- 
sary to boil pasteurized milk three 
minutes but have been told by a 
nurse that this is not necessary. 
Which is correct, please? How 
long is it necessary to boil nursing 
botties and nipples? I also thought 
the scum which forms on top dur- 
ing boiling is the cream. Is this 
correct? 

Answer: Pasteurized milk is sup- 
posed to be sterile for all practical 
purposes and it is therefore unnec- 
essary to boil it. Nipples and bot- 
tleg should be boiled for three min- 
utes after the water comes to a 
boil. The scum that forms on the 
surface of boiled milk is protein 
and not cream. It be skimmed 
off without doing aby special harm. 


W. M.: “What are the symptoms 
of angina pectoris? Can a person 
gain weight who has it? Can a 
person continue at his regular em- 
ployment?” : 

Answer: Angina pectoris is due 
to a spasm of the coronary artery 
of the heart. It is usually acco- 
ciated with high blood pressure or 
hardening of the arteries else- 
where in the body. It is possible 
to gain weight while having an- 
gina, Whether or not the patient 
can continue with his regular em- 
ployment depends on how severe 
the work is. People with angina 
should not do heavy work or any-

THE NECK ARMS AND 
WHEN YOU ARE GOING 
TICK-INFES TED AREAS

over most of our country, lying in 
wait for farmers, sportsmen, pic- 
nickers and all who work or play 
outdoors.” 

The deadly disease, thus de- 
acribed by Paul de Kruif, is Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever, and the 
carrier of the fever is the tick, a 
parasitic mite about the size of a 
match head, which attaches itself 
to animals and people and feeds 
from their blood. Only a small per- 
centage of all wood and dog ticks 
are infected but since ticks trans- 
mit the infection hereditarily, and 
since a female tick, with an utter 
disregard for birth control, may 
lay as many as 5000 to 7000 eggs, 
the tick carrier is becoming a defi- 
nite problem, 


Rocky Mountain fever was once, 
as the name implies, confined to 
the Rocky Mountain area, particu- 
larly Montana, and even there, so 
geographically restricted that the 
Nez Perce and Flathead Indians of 
the vicinity spoke of evil spirits 
that made it dangerous to visit 
certain canyons of the Bitter Root 
River in spring. In 1933, the dis- 
ease was reported in Virginia, the 
first known instance outside the 
West. Since then it hag turned up 
in almost all of the 48 states, in- 
cluding Missouri. 

In 1937 it was reported on the in- 
crease in Illinois, in 1939 it ap- 


L * 
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peared in the Ozarks, and in 1940 
the first case in St. Louis County 
was reported. Last July, Dr. War- 
ren R. Rainey, assistant professor 
of clinical surgery at Washington 
University, died of the fever after 
being bitten by a tick while stay- 
ing at his Illinois farm. In August, 
Mrs. Adela Klein, East Side wom- 
an, died, also from the tick-trans- 
mitted Rocky Mountain fever. 
Last month, Pyt. Charles V. Car- 
lisle, 23-year-old soldier at Camp 
Crowder, Mo., died of the spotted 
fever contracted through the bite 
of a tick. 

These’ few instances 
amount to an epidemic, but Dr. J. 
Eari Smith of the City Epidemiol- 
ogy Department says it’s certainly 
something that everyone should 
think about. 

“Authorities agree that the di- 
sease is spreading,” he said. “Not 
only are the ticks migrating, but 
the people are migrating to the 
ticks. City people go on camping 
trips and vacations. They want to 
get away by themselves, and that 
usually means to wooded or coun~ 
try areas. The disease is a rural 
problem, since ticks are found 
where vegetation is thick, and they 
particularly like dark and moist 
places. 

“As far as we know there are 
only two kinds of ticks, the wood 
tick and the dog tick. Wood ticks 
are confined almost entirely to the 
Western United States and trans- 
mit the Western type of Rocky 
Mountain fever, whereas in the 
East the dog tick is the one that 
transmits it. 


“The two fevers are essentially 
the same except that the Hastern 
is not as virulent as the Western. 
Fatality in Eastern Rocky Moun- 
tain fever runs as high as 25 per 
cent, meaning that 25 per cent of 
the people contracting it die, but 
the Western mortality has gone as 
high as 80 or 90 per cent. 

The first symptoms of the spot- 
ted fever are headache and rapid- 
ly rising temperature, followed in 
about four days by a rosy red rash 
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most prominent around the wrists 
and ankles. Early cases were at 
first diagnosed as malignant cases 
of scariet fever and the fever is 
known to be related to typhus. 
Various measures have been 
taken to combat Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. As early as 1922, 
two public health service doctors, 
Drs. R. R. Spencer and Ralph R. 
Parker, set up a laboratory in the 
tick-infested Montana region and 
began working on a vaccine which 
greatly reduced the death rate 
among outdoor westerners who re- 
ceived the protective shots. For- 
est service employes and others 
who must work in regions where 
ticks are prevalent have been 
urged to become innoculated with 
the vaccine; however it is imprac- 
tical to vaccinate everyone in the 
country, for a disease which, 
while deadly and on the increase, 
still attacks only a thousand per- 
sons yearly in the United States.

INCE the vaccine does no good 

to a person once tick-bitten, Dr. 

Norman H. Topping, another 
Public Health Service doctor, set 
about to produce a serum of per- 
sons already infected with Rocky 
Mountain fever. While his serum 
is as yet unproven by medical 
standards, it has been used suc- 
cessfully in many cases where the 
fever was discovered in the early 
stages. 

“It is very important,” Dr. Smith 
said, “to avoid places that are 
known to be infested with ticks. 
If you have to go to such places 
for occupational reasons or on 
pleasure trips, you should wear the 
necessary protective clothing, boots 
and heavy breeches, leggings, 
clothes that fit around the neck 
and arms.”
